Mr. Lorado Taft, one of the fore- 
most sculptors of modern times, and |

In his speech Mr: Taft told of the’ 
art of the Greeks and offhow modern 
civilization had not surpassed -them 
in it, as it has in other lines of en- 
deavor. He then demonstrated some 
of the peculiarities of the head, and 
the mechanies of facial expression. 
The main part of his speech consis- 
ted of the demonstration of how the 
sculptor works. With illustrations, 
he traced the process from the mak- 
ing of the image in clay, to the mak- 
ing of the plaster cast, to the filling 
of the east, and finally to the remov- 
al of the finished bust from the cast.
